T he 2004 MBA football team overcame a lack of experience at key positions, as well as 
a number of key injuries, to complete a solid 9-3 season. The high point of the season 
was a dramatic 23-15 come-from-behind victory over rival Brentwood Academy before an 
excited crowd at Tommy Owen Stadium. The team recovered from a slow 
start and dominated the third quarter to take a 23-7 lead before the Eagles 
came roaring back in the fourth quarter. BA scored once to cut the lead to 
23-15 and threatened to tie the game as time wound down. With a first 
and goal inside the Big Red ten yard line, MBA's defense rose to the 
challenge, forcing four incomplete passes to preserve the win. MBA also 
had an impressive showing in Chattanooga to beat conference rival 
McCallie. The Big Red also defeated conference foes Baylor, Christian 
Brothers, and Father Ryan in addition to LaVergne, Southaven (MS), and 
BGA. 

The team was led by a stingy defense that held opponents to a meager 
10 points and 185 yards per game. The defensive line was anchored by 
seniors Matt Bubis and Hughes Tipton. Bubis led the team with six sacks; 
he also forced a pair of fumbles and blocked two kicks. Juniors Parker 
Prevost and Luke Brown led the linebacking corps; Prevost forced two 
fumbles and made nine tackles for losses. Brown added three sacks and 
a blocked punt that resulted in a safety. Safeties Mitchell Williams and 
Chad Hume joined cornerback Chambliss Shillinglaw to lead the 
defensive backfield. Hume led the team in tackles, including six for losses, and intercepted 
three passes. Williams led the team with four interceptions, and Shillinglaw intercepted 
two passes while consistently shutting down opposing receivers. 

MBA's special teams were impressive. Bryant Hahnfelt handled both the kicking 
and punting duties, earning a Tennessee Mr. Football Trophy as the Division 11 Kicker of 
the Year. He converted 16 of 23 field goal attempts and 25 of 26 point after attempts to lead 
the team with 73 points. Four of Hahnfelt's field goals were longer than 40 yards. Hahnfelt's 
punting was also effective, as he averaged more than 37 yards per kick. More importantly, 
18 of Hahnfelt's punts were downed inside the opponent's 20 yard line. MBA's leading 
return man was Chambliss Shillinglaw. He averaged over 30 yards per kickoff return and 
an amazing 15.8 yards per return on punts. Shillinglaw returned one kickoff and three 

punts for touchdowns. The Big Red also blocked six kicks. 

MBA's offense struggled the most with inexperience and 
injuries. Pre-season injuries to senior Ryan Burns and junior 
Andy Snyder forced seniors Jim Beckner and Jay Pilkerton to 
join unproven underclassman McGavock Johnson as the primary 
ball carriers. The trio did a fine job until Snyder returned to the 
starting lineup after a three-game absence. The team combined 
for more than 1600 yards from scrimmage, for an average of 134 
yards per game and 4.3 yards per carry. The aerial attack was 
led by sophomore David Howe. Howe completed over 52 percent 
I of his attempts and compiled a 109 quarterback efficiency rating 
u en route to 1400 yards passing. Brian Harris and Drew Carney 
' were Howe's favorite targets, catching 21 and 22 passes, 
respectively. Senior Paul Knoll led the team with three receiving 
touchdowns. None of this success would have been possible, however, without the gritty 
performance of the offensive line led by seniors Joe Birdsong, Bransford Maxwell, and 
Leonard Edwards. 

The team owes its success to its seniors, who worked hard over the past four years 
to continue MBA's tradition of excellence. Their hard work, caring, and leadership left 
another impressive chapter in the annals of the school's history.

The MBA Swimming and 
Diving team had a very successful 
2004-2005 season. Following a 1- 
3 regular season including losses

Wrestling 
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The MBA wrestling team had an outstanding year, 
surpassing expectations set by many before the 
season. The team suffered the loss of key wrestlers 
throughout the season but found a way to prevail at 
the end.

This was a year of growth and 
struggle for Big Red Rifle. In July, our four- 
man team of Ben Norton, Andrew Davis, 

Erik Swanson, and John Fontaine placed 
eighth in the nation among high schools at 
the Junior Olympic Air Rifle Championship 
fired at Western Kentucky University. The 
season started in late August with our 
annual trip to the Army Marksmanship Unit 
at Fort Benning, Ga., to train under former 
Olympic coach Bill Krilling. This is always 
an intensive learning experience that 
prepares us for competition. Then the first 
of five high school matches in our fall 
schedule was cancelled. We shot well in 
collegiate invitational matches at Ole Miss 
and Memphis, but that was our only 
shoulder-to-shoulder competition prior to 
the MBA Rifle Classic in October. The Classic, which attracts the top high school rifle teams from 12 states, is 
always held over the Fall Break. Team members convert both gyms into a 57-point air rifle range and work in 
support of the match when they are not shooting. Our four-man precision team fired 2299/2400 - the best score 
that we have ever produced in the Classic. That earned us runner-up honors to St. Louis University High School 
who fired 2311 for the title. Half our fall competitive schedule was lost when the Army and Navy JROTC stood- 
down marksmanship and rifle competition nationwide. In the Gary Anderson Invitational at Fort Benning we had 
to settle for runner-up to powerhouse Woodward Academy from Atlanta. Firing our second highest score of the 
year in the Peach Invitational, we again had to settle for runner-up honors, this time to Chilton County. We 
concluded our season by winning the Tennessee State High School Air Rifle Championship. Junior Andrew Davis 
emerged this year as the high point producer for the team. Joseph Walkowicz, a transfer from Centennial HS, 
developed into a reliable fifth man who could fill in when trombonist John Fontaine or thespian Erik Swanson 
could not shoot. Five team members were named to the Tennessee High School All-State Rifle Team. In order of 
selection, they were Andrew Davis, Ben Norton, Erik Swanson, John Fontaine, and Joseph Walkowicz. The top 

shooter for the All-State selection was Troy 
Casalone who attended Hume-Fogg but 
trained and traveled with the Big Red. Troy 
served the team as a student assistant coach. 
Team members closely followed the success 
of last year's team captain, David Amiot '04, 
who was selected as a Collegiate All- 
American and fired on the US Military 
Academy rifle team which won the 2004/05 
NCAA I^e Championship. Of our top five 
shooters, only team captain Ben Norton 
graduates so there is great potential to excel 
next year.

Blood Wedding by Federico Garcia Lorca 
opened on December 2, 2004, in the 
Paschall Theater and played four nights 
to excellent audiences and critical acclaim. 
With a cast and crew of 32 students mostly 
new to theater, this production very 
successfully captured the stifling, 
claustrophobic atmosphere of Andalucia, 
the feuding families and the ensuing 
violence. With a central theme of darkness, 
the stark sparseness of the stage and the 
lack of color in the costumes emphasized 
the lyrical intensity of the play, pushing 
the acting to the fore. 

Clayton Lainhart and Garret Anglin 
played the rivaling lead males with a fierce 
intensity that escalated throughout the 
evening. James Schuller, Austin Archer and 
Will Holt performed the mystical and 
prophetic Act 3 with real sensitivity, and 
the only humor in the play was expertly 
and professionally handled by Tommy 
Corts. 

Mr. Morrison was rightly proud of this 
remarkable play. "This is a play that you 
feel," he stated. And he was right. You 
were left at the end of the evening with the 
uncomfortable feeling that Blood Wedding 
was about essential, universal problems, 
not a world away from our own. 
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Dr. Fuller adapted and directed this tale of the Bundren family's odyssey across the Mississippi countryside with 
musical contributions from composer Marcus Hummon, including new arrangements of traditional hymns and 
original music based on Faulkner's text. Named a "Critic's Pick" in the Nashville Scene, this production featured a 
strong performances by the "precocious" troupe, including Nelson Berry, William Schuller, Chase Altenbern, 
Clayton Lainhart, and Will Holt as members of the Bundren family. The performance traveled to the Edinburgh 
Theatre Festival in August 2005.

The MBA debate team enjoyed great success this year debating whether and how 
the United States should increase its support of United Nations peacekeeping operations. 
For the first time in MBA history, MBA qualified five teams for the Tournament of 
Champions in May. No other MBA team has qualified this many teams, and, to our 
knowledge, no other team in the history of the tournament has qualified more. The five 
teams attending were: Tripp Rebrovick and Alex Lamballe, Kevin Wieck and Matt Bodnar, 
Clair and Jonathan Cannon, Jamie Berk and Charlie Sharbel, and Nick Shockey and 
Davis. 

At the tournament, Tripp Rebrovick and Alex Lamballe won all seven of their 
preliminary rounds. They were the only team in the field that was undefeated in the 
^ preliminary rounds, resulting in their top seed for the elimination rounds. Not only did 
^Alex and Tripp compile the only undefeated record, but they compiled an incredible 
total of speaker points. Tripp and Alex's team total was six and a half points greater than 
the next closest team at the tournament, an incredible achievement. Kevin Wieck and 
Matt Bodnar finished with four wins and three losses, barely missing the cut to go on to 
the elimination rounds. 

In the individual ranking of the debaters, Tripp was ranked first, earning the Shelton 
trophy, while Alex was ranked third, giving MBA two of the top tliree best individual 
debaters in the nation. 

In addition to the debaters not participating at the TOC, the team included juniors 
- Parkes Brittain, Will Proffitt, and Eddie Ebbert - and sophomores - Harrison Brown, 
Patrick Mehta, Andrew Eskind, and Donesh Ferdowsi. 

In addition to outstanding TOC performance, the team also did well at numerous 
other tournaments. Beginning the year, the team split up with Alex and Tripp going to 
the Greenhill School in Texas and reaching the quarterfinals, while the rest of the team 
went to Wake Forest. In Winston-Salem, Nick Shockey and Kyle Davis reached the semifinal 
round, Kevin Wieck and Matt Bodnar reached the octofinals, and Charlie Sharbel and 




Jamie Berk reached the double-octofinals. At the New Trier tournament, Alex and Tripp claimed the championship, 
losing only ballot the entire weekend; Tripp was named top speaker, and Alex received the sixth place award. At 
St. Marks, Tripp and Alex went 5-1 in the prelims but lost to Greenhill in the quarterfinals. Kevin and Matt went 4- 
2 but lost in the double-octofinals. At the Homewood Patriot Classic in Birmingham, the MBA team dominated. 
MBA had all four teams in the semifinal round, closing out the tournament and claiming the Sweepstakes award. 
At the Glenbrooks Tournament in Chicago, Alex and Tripp dropped in the octofinals, and Matt and Kevin lost in 
the doubles. A few weeks later, in Lexington, KY at the Ohio Valley tournament, Alex and Tripp went undefeated 
in the prelims and were the first seed in elimination rounds, but dropped in the octofinals after their tubs were 
mistakenly taken by a team from Chicago; both Matt Bodnar and Kevin Wieck, and Matt Clair and Jonathan Cannon 
reached the quarterfinals. At the Homewood tournament, the teams of Alex Lamballe and Kyle Davis, Matt Bodnar 
and Kevin Wieck, and Jamie Berk and Charlie Sharbel closed out the final round. At Vestavia, the team of Matt 
Clair and Donesh Ferdowsi won the tournament; Alex Lamballe was named second speaker. Matt Clair fifth, and 
Matt Bodnar sixth. 

The future of the team is very promising. In addition to competing at the TOC (an achievement only earned 
by fewer than five sophomores this year), Jamie Berk and Kyle Davis reached the semi-finals of the St. Marks roimd 
robin for sophomores. At Woodward, the novice and junior- varsity national championships, Kyle Davis was named 
the top speaker, and the team of Kyle and Patrick Mehta reached the octofinals. The novice team, under the direction 
of Mr. Lester and Vanderbilt Senior Will Otte, compiled and impressive record, and the team included freshmen 
Alec Martin, Robert Awh, Mason Braswell, Rasha Harvey, Jimmy Russell, Matt Sternberg, Garrett Anglin, and 
Andrew Snow. 

In Lincoln Douglas debate, freshman Corey Metzman had a great year. He won novice LD at Vestavia and 
was in the semifinals at the Woodward tournament. With the graduation of the two seniors on the LD squad, Corey 
competed on his own with the help of Spence Patton, who now attends Vanderbilt. 

In extemporaneous speaking, the team enjoyed continued, outstanding success. In addition to placing second 
at the Barkley Forum, one of the largest and most prestigious tournaments in the country, senior Jonathan Ray was 
also invited to the Extemp Round Robin at the Southern Bell Forum for the second year an a row. Invitations are 
only extended to the top fifteen speakers in the coimtry. Jonathan qualified for the National tournament in Jrme in 


Philadelphia. 


Having done fairly well at the TOC, two senior MBA teams traveled to Philadelphia for NFL Nationals 


where they achieved unprecedented victory. The two teams of Alex Lamballe and Tripp Rebrovick as well as 
Kevin Wieck and Matt Bodnar closed out the final round. Not only was this MBA's first NFL victory, but also in the 
75 year history of the NFL no school has ever closed out the finals; even to reach the finals requires a team to win 
sixteen or more rounds of competition. During the final roxmd, the two teams had an exhibition debate about in 
what direction debate should be going that was inspired at its core by our exchange with the squad at Kansas City 


Central. The 2004-2005 season could not have ended on a better note. 

The team would like to thank our coaches Michael Risen and Alan Coverstone, who traveled with us, organized 
the team, came up with strategies, cut a few cards, and who are all-around amazing people; Risen and Coverstone 
are arguably two of the best coaches in the nation. We would also to thank Mr. Tate, without whom the team would 
not exist. Mr. Tate has been the foundation of debate at Montgomery Bell Academy for over twenty years, and 
because of this leadership, the team has grown tremendously.

The mission of the Hispanic Achievers Program is to empower Hispanic youth to make and achieve positive 
social, educational, career, and personal goals. During the school year, there are Saturday meetings every other 
week at Belmont University. At the meetings, students connect with role models from the Hispanic community. 
Students are divided by Career Clusters that give them the opportunity to explore different career fields. Students 
also received ACT preparation, tutoring, and mentoring that helps them prepare for college admission and study. 
In order to educate students about post-secondary opportunities, college tours are offered to public and priv ate 
universities in Tennessee and surrounding states. Hispanic Achievers believes that leadership and service learning 
opportunities prepare students for a successful and meaningful future. While students meet in their Career Clusters, 
parents are given the opportunity to attend group sessions to assist them with integrating Hispanic immigrants 
into a non-Hispanic community. 

A group of MBA students and Sra. Villavicencio offer free English as a Second Language classes for beginners, 
intermediate and advanced levels, and materials for the parents who want to learn the language. 

On December 11, 2004, together with Harpeth Hall, we organized, raised the funds, sponsored, and set up a Christmas 
party for the Hispanic Achievers families. There were performances from Belmont University students, Hispanics 
from the Middle Tennessee community, and Dr. Cassel and the MBA Chorus. Jerry Gonzalez, the President of 
LULAC (League of United Latin American Citizens), TN Chapter, was the speaker. The Admissions Department 
from MBA and Harpeth Hall had an opportunity to promote our schools among the Hispanic community, too. 

In the last three years, the work and dedication of these MBA students has been recognized by the Hispanic 
community in Nashville, Tennessee. MBA and its students have received well deserved awards and recognition 
from the YMCA of Middle Tennessee and Belmont University.
